In the deal, the St. Louis 
Teamsters psid $3750 to a 
mortgage banker with whom 
Dave Beck was splitting fees 
on investment of union funds 
under his control. 

Politician Worked on Deal. 


Preliminary negotiations for 
sale of the building to the 
Teamsters were handled through 
Sidney Salomon Jr., powerful 
Democratic politician here, and 
Eugene Glick, president of a 
real estate firm, although Sal- 
omon insisted neither he nor 
Glick received any commission. 


In seeking details on the 5- 
cent commission on Budweiser 
sold in Alaska, committee inves- 
tigators found an inter-office 
memorandum of Anheuser- 
Busch sent Dec. 6, 1950, from 
Tacoma, Wash., by Jay R. Ride- 
out to John Flanigan, an of- 
ficial of the brewery. 


Flanigan, a vice president of 
Anheuser-Busch and West Coast 
regional salesmanager, is a son- 
in-law of August A. Busch Jr., 


brewery president. Rideout is a 


divisiona] salesmanager on the 
West Coast.

. Lee and Northern Gen. 
George G. Meade during Mont- 
gomery’s weekend stay at the 
Eisenhower farm, on the edge 
of the battlefield. 


Main Criticisms. 

In sum, Mr. Eisenhower and 
Montgomery agreed both sides 
could have used their cavalry 
more effectively, that Southern 
forces should have tried an end 
run around the North's 
flank, and that the charge of 
Gen. George Pickett’s brigade 
into the muzzles of Yankee 
cannon was a grave mistake. 
Montgomery called the charge 
“monstrous.”

CLEAR STAND ON BUDGET 


Senator Johnson Says’ Administration 
Speaks Out of ‘Both Sides 
of Mouth.” 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP) 
—Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, called on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower today to make 
it clear in a TV-radio address 
“whether he wants an economy 
administration or a spending 
administration.” 

Johnson, the Senate Demo- 
cratic leader, said in an inter- 
view “the Administration is 
speaking out of both sides of 
its mouth” on fiscal matters and 
Mr. Eisenhower himself ought 
to.clear jhe matter up. 


Mr. Eisenhower goes on the 
air tomorrow night to defend 
his $71,800,000,000 spending 
budget. Democrats are aimost 
certain to ask for equal time to 
reply, but were reported unde- 
Cided about their speaker. 

Johnson’s attack was touched 
off by a comment yesterday by 
Sherman Adams, chief presi- 
dential assistant, that the bud- 
get can be cut from one and a 
half to two billion dollars with- 
out impairing Government effi- 
ciency. 

Adams, interviewed on a 
television program by Repre- 
sentative Kenneth Keating 
(Rep.), New York, did not speci- 
fy whether he was referring to 
Mr. Eisenhower's spending budg- 
et or the $73,300,000,000 in' new 
appropriations Mr. Eisenhower 
originally requested for the 
year starting July 1. The Presi- 
dent already has suggsted Con- 
gress could cut the new money 
about $1,300,000,000 and men- 
tioned another $500,000,000 it 
might want to consider de- 
ferring until another year. 


Senator Styles Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, referred to 
these figures in a weekend 
statement and said that, in ad- 
dition, the Administration has 
agreed not to ask for Senate 
restoration of $546,000,000 cut 
by the House from money bills 
already handled.

United States. 

The United States asked Rus- 
sia what steps it is prepared to 
take to bring treatment of the 
two nations’ official représen- 
tatives more nearly in balance.

@. How can I tell if the 

meat I buy will be tender when 

cooked? 

A, If you cook meat correctly, 
you should have no worry about 
its tenderness when cooked. 
There are two basic methods of 
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more palatable when cooked 
with moisture. Because veal is 
young beef, it has very little 
fat and less moisture than most 
meats; hence moist cookery 
methods are recommended. 


Large cuts of fresh pork can 
be cooked by dry heat, but the 
remaining cuts should be cooked 
by moist heat.

A Railroad View 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your recent editorial, “Unwis- 
dom on Wheels,” it is said that to 
prohibit the Interstate Commerce 
Commission from considering the 
effect of proposed rates of one mode 
of transportation on the fraffic or 
revenues of other modes “would go 
far toward repeal of the Interstate 
Commerce Act.”

The first fact is that what is pro- 
posed in this legislation would ex- 
tend to regulated truck and rail- 
roads the same principle which Part 
III, Section 305 (c) of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act has long ap- 
plied to transportation by inland 
waterway. 

+ In a case decided 10 years ago, 
the Supreme Court held that it is 
“not within the province of the (In- 
terstate Commerce) Commission to 
adjust rates ... to protect the traf- 
fic of railroads from barge compe- 
tition.” 

‘ That being the case, why should 
it be within the province of the ICC 
to protect the traffic of trucks and 
barges from rail competition? 

The second fact which is generally 
overlooked is that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has no con- 
trol whatever over rates on approx- 
imately two thirds of all inter-city 
freight traffic moving by highway 
and nine tenths of all freight traf- 
fic moving by inland waterway. ’ 

As to this very substantial volume 
of traffic, the commission may not 
even pfohibit rates which are pref- 
erential, discriminatory or below the 
cost of providing the service—pow- 
ers which it would retain in full 
measure with respect to railroad 
rates under the legislation proposed.

Three Weeks to Go 
The Missouri Legislature has only three weeks 
left for building a constructive record. Since a 
helter-skelter finale is customary in the state 
Capitol, it is still too early to generalize about 
results, but one thing is certain: St. Louis’s leg- 
islative interests have almost been scuttled. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker goes to Jefferson 
City this week to attempt a rescue. And St. 
Louisans must hope that he will be as success- 
ful this time as when he campaigned ‘actively 
and personally for the earnings tax. 


So far the only major bill of direct interest 
to the city te réach the Governor is a measure 
increasing police pay. The Senate has passed a 
bill to permit sale of liquor by the drink at the 
city airport, anda useless bill for the Bi-State 
Development Agency. These now face the House, 
which has been death on city legislation. 


In fact, the principal reason for Mayor Tuck- 
er’s venture to the capital is the smothering in 
a Howse committee of two major City Admin- 
istration proposals on off-street parking. With- 
out power to condemn residential property or to 
use parking meter revenue for municipal park- 
ing lots, as contained in these bills, the city is 
left almost helpless to meet a parking crisis in 
its neighborhoods. 

Measures for a new Workhouse in the county 
and for a pension system for city employes are 
buried in committees. The House killed a bill 
to let the city’s police courts issue warrants and 
subpenas, as courts in other cities may do. 

7 + * 

So nearly the whole city program needs re- 
suscitation. To do any life-saving, Mayor Tucker 
will need the support especially of the city’s 18 
Representatives. Too many of the city legisla- 
tors, as a county Representative pointed out, 
have been more interested in a raft of pay in- 
creases for political officeholders. 


In dealing with other legislation, the General 
Assembly has been foundering without a guber- 
natorial program. Because of the lack of a real 
budgeting office, Gov. James T. Blair Jr. mere- 
ly transmitted departmental budgetary requests. 
He urged one-year appropriations this session, 
and promised a special session next year to re- 
view financial matters, 

The Governor backed, and got, bills for an 
adequate budget strff and for a bipartisan sur- 
vey of taxes. He spoke for a human rights com- 
mission, and the Senate passed the bill. He also 
suggested higher truck fees, and that bill is near 
Senate approval. The Warrenton fire compelled 
both the Governor and Legislature to provide a 
new nursing home inspectior? law. 

Aside from these actions, the Legislature has 
been unusually open to lobbying pressures. It 
passed a bill for investment of idle state funds, 
as sought by 4he bankers. The Senate passed a 
bill for bigger trucks, as sought by the truckers. 
Both hoyses passed a measure to increase pen- 
sions under the teachers’ retirement act, as 
sought by the school lobby.

Meanwhile the Legislature killed a criminal 
code reform to abolish mandatory severance. 
It did not consider a bill to advance the 
primary date from August to June, which was 
opposed by many politicians. It also killed 
a bill for registration of lobbyists, and it is un- 
necessary to say who opposed that. 


Even the action against the St, Louis parking 
bills followed the wishes of the private parking 
Tobby. Any effort to change the King-Thomp- 
son utility anti-strike law was dashed in dis- 
agreement between labor and business lobbies 
but when the two sides agreed on liberalized 
unemployment compensation, that bill was 
passed. ' 


A dozen public questions have been left in 
limbo, Will ‘the state strengthen its driver's 
license law to put reckless drivers off the high- 
ways? Will it adopt speed limits or expand the 
Highway Patrol to enforce them? Will it mod- 
ernize Missouri's juvenile code? Will it permit 
issuance of revenue bonds to improve state 
parks? Will it authorize a bipartisan survey of 
the state conservation program? 


The answers lie in the three weeks ahead. 
Only a rush job can salvage the Legislature's op- 
portunity to help the progress of Missouri's larg- 
est city or promote the welfare of the state,

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A Man Can Whip a Mosquito 


The Super-abundance of mosquitoes plaguing 
many St. Louisans currently can be eliminated 
and should be eliminated. That it is possible to 
get rid of them has been demonstrated by the 
State of- Mississippi. 

There, in one of the worst malaria-ridden 
parts of our country, 158,000 persons a year 
once were stricken with malaria, and some 1400 
of them died. Since malaria control measures 
were completed in 1953, no deaths from malaria 
have been reported. If Mississippi could deal 
so splendidly with a far greater problem, surely 
St. Louis can clean up its mosquito infestation. 
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Early College—It Works 


Some relief of the growing American educa- 
tional crisis may be found in admitting students 
to colleges before they receive the conventional 
high school diploma. The University of Chicago 
has had its doors open for years to such stu- 
dents with favorable results. The merit of this 
plan is now confirmed by its trial in a dozen 
diverse American schools under the patronage 
of the Fund for the Advancement of Education. 


Among these are schools with the traditional 
standards of Yale and Columbia, the state uni- 
versities of Wisconsin and Utah, the municipal 
university of Louisville, two Negro institutions 
as well as colleges generally regarded as ad- 
vanced. Since their experience was for all prac- 
tical purposes uniform, it seems fair to infer 
that the early admission plan may be introduced 
successfully wherever there is a will to make 
it work. 

The Fund experiment has been carried on for 
five years. Accomplishments have been care- 
fully measured against those. of superior stu- 
dents who finished regular high school, and in 
every case the early-admission students have 
achieved better results. The students and their 
parents are well satisfied. And the schools are 
so gratified that all—except Wisconsin where 
no decision has been made yet—are continuing 
the program even without the support of the 
Fund. The College Entrance Examination Board 
also reports that of its 169 member schools, 23, 
in addition to those participating in the Fund 
experiment, now have similar programs.

Some exceedingly valuable guidelines to re- 
form of the law and its administration among 
juveniles and youths are set forth by the Senate - 
Judiciary Subcommittee on Juvenile Delin- 
quency.

It sensibly points out that “a juve- 
nile should be more-effectively rehabilitated 
when he is kept as close to his commiunity as 
possible.”

charges, though both offenses are crimes under 
the law of every state in the Union. 

The subcommittee is seriously disturbed by 
what it indicates is abuse of the Dyer Act, re- 
lating to the theft of automobiles. Many of 
the juveniles and youths charged under the 
Dyer Act were joyriders, and the subcommittee 
believes the Dyer Act was not intended to make 
joyriding a federal offense. Yet 648 per- 
sons 18 years of age or younger were com- 
mitted to federal institutions in 1954 for trans- 
porting a stolen motor vehicle in interstate 
commerce. The subcommittee suggests, as cor- 
rectives, trial of more of the cases in state 
courts, and more careful screening of cases by 
the Justice Department. 

The low estate of detention ‘facilities fot juve- 
niles and youths throughout the country, particu- 
larly in the less populous counties, prompts the 
subcommittee to suggest the establishment of 
consolidated facilities for several contiguous 
counties under the leadership of the State Gov- 
ernment. Twenty-five hundred counties in the 
United States have occasion to detain from one 
child to a few dozen children a year—not 
enough to warrant, financially, the maintenance 
of separate housing. In consequence the pre- 
vailing practice is to detain juveniles and youths 
at the county jail. 

If the subcommittee had done nothing more 
than perform the spadework leading to the leg- 
islative and administrative reforms on these 
points, its work would have been well worth 
while. It has, in addition, supplied information 
and suggestions along a broad front. Missouri's 
Senator Hennings, serving as chairman of the 
subcommittee, has done a commendable job. 
We can all be grateful for every addition to our 
useful information and to our working tools in 
a field where every gain, however little, can 
mean so much. 
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A Nuisance for the School Board ? 

Mrs. Irma’ H. Friede and the six other mem- 
bers of the Board of Education who joined her 
did not adequately explain their vote to abolish 
rules which forbid board members from using 


school property for private purposes, accepting - 


favors from contractors, incurring unwarranted 
expenses, attempting to influence board em- 
ployes, or taking an improper part in the em- 
ployment, promotion or discharge of such 
employes. ; 

Mrs. Friede called these “nuisance rules.” 
She said they are not necessary in view of the 
oath of office taken by board members. She may 
be quite right about the implications of the 
oath. But how the rules could be a “nuisance” 
fy more than we can understand. 

If no board member or school executive ever 
violates them, they might be regarded as a “dead 
letter.” They hardly can be invoked effectively 
without cause; and if not invoked, how could 
they be a nuisance? If the oath takes care of 
everything, why does the American Federation 
of Teachers want to argue against the deletion 
of these rules at Tuesday’s board meeting? 

Since five board members were not present 
when the vote was taken, final approval of the 
changes is not yet assured. Even some who 
voted for them may give a second thought to an 
action which declares a ban on unethical prac- 
tices to be a nuisance. 
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For Whom Foreign Aid 

The tone of the debate on foreign aid would 
be changed completely, we imagine, if the word 
“foreign” could be eliminated. That is almost a 
swear word these days. It conjures up pictures 
of a profligate Uncle Sam wasting his substance 
in giveaways to undeserving aliens. 

As we have had occasion to remark before, it 
is not only foreigners who are aided by foreign 
aid, Some statistics just published by the Ad- 
ministration drive home the point. 

The dollars which are appropriated for “for- 
eign aid” are spent in two ways. About 70 per 
cent of them are spent right here in the United 
States—for American goods and services, pro- 
duced with American capital by American work- 
ers. The other 30 per cent are spent overseas. 
Those who receive these dollars bring them to 
the United States and spend them for regular 
commercial exports. Both directly and indirect- 
ly, then, Americans as well as foreigners bene- 
fit from “foreign aid.” 

Just how sizable the benefits are can be 
grasped from the fact that in 1955 about 600,000 
men and women were employed in producing 
the goods directly exported in response to for- 
eign aid programs. 

In that year, foreign aid shipments accounted 
for 18 per cent of all chemical exports, 21 per 
cent of coal exports, 31 per cent of all electrical 
equipment exports, 26 per cent of automobile 
exports, 59 per cent of transportation equipment 
exports. 

All in all, 25 per cent of our total exports in 
1955 resulted from expenditures of foreign aid 
funds. That is not in itself, of course, suffi- 
cient reason to justify the foreign aid pro- 
gram. But in honesty it should be femem- 
bered as one factor in the situation. If those 
who would eliminate foreign aid will declare 
frankly that they seek to reduce our exports by 
25 per cent, or more, they will be describing 
the situation accurately.

Why Missouri Needs U.S. School Aid Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Missouri Farmers Association magazine surveys school needs in 
state and points out many small towns and rural areas cannot 
pay for necessary construction; moreover, graduates of these 
schools migrate widely, making this a true national problem. 


From The Missouri Farmer 


Why be so finicky about federal aid 
to edueation? What is new about fed- 
eral assistance to local communities for 
educational purposes? It has been go- 
ing on a long time—it is older than the 
Constitution. 

The Northwest Ordinance passed back 
in 1785 provided that every sixteenth 
section of land would go for mainte- 
nance of public schools. 

Hundreds of schools were built in 
Missouri with WPA funds during the 
depression and the Federal Government 
has not interfered with the curriculum. 


The county extension agent is a 
teacher. He gets the majority of his 
salary from the Federal Government 
and is not “dominated from Washing- 
ton.” 

A review of the tax structure of three 
major agencies of government might 
explain the opposition to federal aid to 
education — what the United States 
Chamber of Commerce calls “federal 
intervention into edueation.” 


Local governments rely on the prop- 
erty tax for the majority of their in- 
come. This hits farmers hardest. The 
assessor is more apt to overlook a bond 
than he is a tractor. 


18 Billion Dollar Farm Debt 


Now let us take the case of the man 
who pays 25 per cent down on a farm. 
He pays the property tax but does he 
own the farm—or does the bank? In 
1955 the total farm indebtedness 
amounted to 18 billion dollars—a debt 
on which farmers were paying the prop- 
erty tax. 

State governments, for the most part, 
depend on the sales tax for the majority 
of their income. An old-age pensioner 
in Missouri, with no other income, 
might live on $49.70 a month but when 
he buys a loaf of bread he pays. as 
much sales tax on that loaf of bread 
as the richest mah in town. 

The Federal Government receives the 
bulk of its tax dollar from income taxes. 
Income taxes are based on the ability 
to pay. In the past few years farmers 
have not been hit very hard by the 
income tax—because their income has 
been very meager. 

Could it be that the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the stooge 
organizations. that front for them in 
other areas have a selfish interest?

No Profit No Iron 


IRONWORKS ON THE SAUGUS, by E. 
N. Hartley. (University, of Oklahoma 
Press, 328 pgs., $4.59.) 


Three hundred and some years ago 
in the Massachusetts Bay Colony, a di- 
verse group of men pooled their talents 
with English capital in a major effort 
to produce iron. The chosen site was 
on the Saugus rivet a few miles north, 
of Boston where bog iron, woed for 
charcoal and stone for flux wére’ all 
available. 

The story of this early American en- 
terprise is told by M.ET. historian E. N. 
Hartley, who spent five years in re- 
search for the restoration of Hammer- 
sifiith, as the plant was called. That re- 
construction has been,completed. The 
old works have reappeared on the 
Saugus. “Ironworks on the Saugus” is 
both a chapter of colonial and of in- 
dustrial history. 

Hammersmith produced a good qual-, 
ity iron-for several years in the 1650s.

Dear Reader: 

OME is pretty Eternal all right; but what 2000 

years of wars and erosion could not accomplish, 

50,000 permanent American residents may. The 
Italian ianguage is rapidly disappearing. Rome has

the old poem we 
used to recite now 
reads: “Oh, Loren, 
Sophia Loren, to 
whom the Romans 
pray,,etc.—" A fac- 
_ tion here wants to 
change the name of 
the city from Rome 
to Lollobrigida. A 
terrific argument has 
been raging here for 
weeks; and already 
I find myself in- 
volved in it. A large 
and important party 
headed by the may- 
or of the city has in- 
sisted on perpetuat- 
ing Rome’s greatness 
by placing in cages 
on two sides of the 
Capitoline Hill one live female wolf and one live fe- 
male eagle. This project has aroused furious objec- 
tion among animal lovers, mostly foreigners. These 
last have been writing to the papers about the poor 
caged wolf and the noble eagle forbidden its inalien- 
able right to soar in the ethereal blue.

. THE ROMANS EXPLAIN that the wolf is from the 
zoo anyway, and its new home is much more luxuri- 
ous. They say further that the eagle’s right to soar 
is limited by the first farmer with a shotgun. Eagles 
aren't popular in the countryside because they steal 
chickens, It is said that the eagle’s life expectancy is 
greatly extended in the cage, and what it misses in 
soaring it gains in longevity. But apart from the 
physical and mental comfort of the animals involved, 
the Roman Party feels that these are important sym- 
bols of the great past of Rome. Romulus and Remus 
were suckled by a wolf, raised on wolf milk, and grew 
up to found the city. The eagle was the sacred stand- 
ard of the Legions of Republican and Imperial Rome, 
and led the Romans to the conquest of the world. 
The Roman Party and its intrepid mayor pish-poshed 
the animal lovers and placed the living historical 
animals in cages on either side of the steps which lead 
up to the Capitoline Hill, the heart and center of the 
ancient city. This morning I went to call on them. 
The eagle is a female named Muzia. It sits huddled 
in its cage and will not eat, let alone soar.

My goose will be a 
male goose, one that will eat anything, including its 
own relatives.

Answer: Two clubs. Without 
the part score we wouldn’t con- 
sider ourselves strong enough 
for the forcing response at the 
two level but would bid one no- 
trump. With the score we show 
our good six-card club suit as 
that’s where we hope to play 
the hand. The score should 
keep partner from getting us 
too high even if he is very 
strong. With the score two 
clubs is of course not forcing.
